On the-sth of Aogust, 1871, a requi- 
sitign, signed by ninety-seven electors of 
Victoria City, embracing the leading 
basiness men in the city, was presented 
t . MecCreight, asking him to uliow 

to be put in nomination as oue of 
the Tepresentatives for Victoria City 
District in tke Legislative Assembly of 
this Province, and in reply to said 
requisition (hat gentleman was pleased to 
acknowledge the ple:sure it gave him to 
receive such an expression of the confi- 
deuce of his fellow c izens, and in ac- 
cepting the proffered bouor expressed 
the bope that ‘“‘if elected, bis conduet 
would show that their confidence had no 
been misplaced.” Now, we think we are 
not wrong in assuming that when those 
ninety-seven clectors asked Mr. Me- 
Creight to become their representative, 
théy Uelieved that they had, in common 
with the various other electoral dis‘rict, 
jato which the Province of Bri.ish Colum- 
bis’ fs divided, certain local interests 
fo ; be attended «to,: distinct from 
those genera. interests in which 
the Province as a whdle is concerned. 
Theymever for a moment imagined that 
in sending four representatives to the 
Legislative Assembly all they wou!d be 
required to do wou!d simply be to vote 
away the public revenues to the various 
eleetoral districts into which the Province 
is divided in order that- Victoria City 
should dgrive anindirect benefit frum tire 
expenditures thus made. As the wealth- 
jest aud) most populons district of the 
whele, and the one that covtributes by 
farthe lurgest amount of revenue to the 
Provincial exchequer, people labored an- 
der the impression that they bad the 
same claim upon the Goverument to a 
share uf the mouies set apart for public 
works ss other districts; and bad Mr, 
McCreight given the electors to under- 
stand, before they recorded their yotes 
for bim that if elected he would deem it 
his duty to deny the city avy pa-ticips- 
tionwhutever in the disbursements of the 
monies at the disposal of the Government 
for public works, he certaiuly never woaid 
bave-been elected as one of their rep- 
resentatives, wuch less been returned 
ut the head of the poll. Eitber Mr. Mc- 
Creight is lamentably ignorant of whut 
the Goties of a representative are, or be 
has teuitorously deceived and sold his 
coustituents, We are not surprised that 
Mr Walkem should overlook the in‘er- 
ests-of Victoria iu his zeal to serve those 
of his constituents iu Cariboo, or that Mr. 
Robertson, alter baving got all he asked 
Jor the coustitucucy be represents, should 
be cossteut to give this city the go-by ; but 
that our senior member should use bis 
iufluence us tue head of the Government 
to withhold frow the constituency, whose

SNOW-BOUND LETTER. 
Orrawa, Jan. 20th, 1872. 

Evtron Stayparv:—The Dominion Board 
of trade, a commercial organization represent- 
ing alljiuterests, is now bolding its annaal 
e-sion here, and from the great importance 

‘o Cunada of many of the subjects to be dis- 
cussed; great/interest attaches to its proceed- 
ings. ‘Tue official programme shows no less 
than thirty-five subjects set down for discus- 
sion. Some of these are of course watfers of 
routing only, while others are que-tions in 
which/not enly commercial men, but the peo 
ple of (Canada generally, are directly interest- 
ed., Une of the items under <discugsion will 
be the Treaty of Washington, and of course 
every pne will watch with much’ interest the 
manver ia which the Board will deal with 
this subject, It will be of the utmost advan- 
tage to the country at large, if the members 
of tLe Board, men largely interested io the 
welfare of Canada and to @ great extent free 
from xl) political prejudices and entanzl: meats 
will ¢xpress their honest convictions with 
regard to this Treaty, and that portion of it 
which we bave to accept or reject. Another 
ofthe subjects on tbe official programme is 
the eglargement of commercial relations bes 
tween the United States anc Caunnda; The 
Executive Council of the Board bave bad in- 
terviews during the past six months with the 
Couneil of the United States Nationa: Board 
of trade on the subject of international trade 
relations, and delegates from the latter Board 
are expected here to-day to take partin the 
conference. The meeting will bring out the 
opivions of our various manufacturers, es- 
pecially when the subject of tbe ‘‘Revision of 
the Tarlff’’ comes ap, and we stall learn from 
those most competcat to speak on the sub- 
ject, whether they believe that we could with 
safety encounter under free'trade with the 
United Statvs, the competition of American 
manufacture‘e. The season chosen by the 
Board for their annual meeting is well select- 
ed, because their repofts will bave considera- 
ble influence on the Commons legisiation, 
though it would have been more satisfactory 
had the intentions of Congress: been known 
beture the Board assembled. 

Information was received here last week 
that His Maj: sty the King of Spain bas offer- 
ed the Grand Cordon of the Order of leabella | 
to His Excellency the Gov, Gen, of Canada, to. 
Sir Jobu A. Machouald the Prémier, ani Sir 
George E. Cartier, as a mark of bis apprecia- 
tiun of the maonuer in which the demands of 
international law have been rea; ected by the 
Dowinioa Government, -This was more es- 
pecially shuwn towards Spaia in the prompt | 
activu taken by our Goverment when a 
Hljibustericg expedition in aid of the Cuban 
rebels was being organized in Moatreal last 
year. The honor thus proffered to these must | 
distinguished. personages in Canada, is one of 
which not only they, but the who.e pation 
muy well feel proud. It is not the result of 
mere accident, as knighthood sometimes is, 
but it is a tribute to their loyalty and fidelity 
in performing their obligatious. The order 
was established by Kiog Ferdiaand in the 
year 1815 in commemoration of that good 
queen Isabella, who proved such a true 
friend to Columbus, the discoverer of this 
continent. From this circumstance it is also 
¢alled ‘The Royal American Order of Isa- 
bella ”’ 

Considera'le attention is being called by 
the Press bere to the iron ores of Canada, 
the value of which is likely to be prominent- 
ly brought into notice in consequence of the 
advance io the price of that article in the 
bome markets. Hitherto our iron ore bas 
been shipped largely a8 ballast to lake ports 
i: the United States where it is manufactued; 
and either returns bere or enters the Ameri- 
Gan market. For instance, the Hull iron 
mines near this city, now the property ef an 
Americana company, and worked by taem, 
| st year shipped 20,000 tons of the ore fur 
foreign wanutacture, while not a single ton 
was smelted in Canada, The magnetic ore 
or iron sand of the Moisie extends for miles 
on the north shore of the Lower St. Laar- 
ence; millions of tons await the ga:hering 
only ; a Canadiun company was rermed to 
smeit it ou the spot, but the expenses ut so re- 
mote a station frightened the operators 
that the works were suspended. It is obvi- 
ously our interest to smelt our own interest 
to smelt our own ore and not allow other 
nations to mauufactu.e for us, when we need 
300,000 fons of railway i-on to meet the re 
quirements of the next five yecrs, including 
the Pacilic railway—equal tv fifteen million 
dollars in value. Doubtless the sews of the 
advance in price will give an impetus to the 
development of your iroa miuves, and promote 
itg manufacture with yuu and the erection of 
suitable furnaces. 

A sbooting affray, fortunately a more un- 
common occurence with us than with our 
American neighbors, occurred in St. Jobo, 
N. 8., om the 12th inst. James Whit- 
man, Emigration Agent on the Nortbern 
Pacific Railway, addressed some offensive 
remarks to a young man named Samuel Is- 
aacs, of Montreal, who sat opposite to bim at 
the supper tabie of the Waverley bouse 
where upon Isaacs drew hia revolver, und 
fired three shots at Whitman, one bail graz- 
ing bis shoulder. Isaacs was at once arrested 
and the magistrate refused him bail, saying 
that slthough the provocation was very great, 
there could be vo justification for the use of 
firearms. Whitman was intoxicated and the 
lungua,e he used is described as having been 
grossly inzulting. 

Work on the Montreal and Ottawa Junc- 
tion Railway is intended to be pusbed vigor- 
ously this year, and tenders are to be adver- 
tized for at once, so that the contracts for 
construction can be entered into by the 6th 
of February. The road when completed, 
will be of inestimable value to this city, 
increasing our sources of supply for the great 
necessaries of life. It is expected that Otta- 
wa will give a bonus of $100,000 towards its 
construction.

Pamphlets also are to be 
largely distributed coutaining facts and facts 
only. From an incident which occurred 
lately in Liverpool, we cannot help supposing 
that a number of persons is the mother coun- 
try are utter y ignorant of the capabilities of 
Canada. It appears that when Mr. Jobn 
Lovell, the wetl known publisher of Montreal, 
entered some three bundred of his directories 
at the Liverpool Custom House, the authori- 
ties refused to believe that such a book could 
be produced ia Cunada, and in-isted that it 
was a Yankee dodge to evade the duty. In 
consequence of this, Mr. Lovell had to pay a 
da'y of thirty shillings per cent. instead o1 
fifteen ; when, however, the incredulousness 
of the officials was finally forced to succumb 
to facts and evidences, the excess of duty was 
refunded. 

Small-pox, which has been ravaging our 
cities, towns aud villages, is now on the 
decrease ; and the vigorous measures adopted 
by the various Boards of Health throughout 
the country will, it is hoped, soon stamp out 
the disease or isolate it. The weather is very 
mild, and the snow not nearly so deep as 
usual at this time of year.
